yeat hideous cruelties, This fs exemplified in 


the case of a’ child recently condemned to 


death by the Lag-cht process for the purely 
accidental killing of a parent, as reported ta the 
Shanghal papers, What js clvilisatfon 1f it can 
be atiributed to a people capable of deliberately, 
ra aieroanty Inglating on such treatment of & 
chil :

a_parent has been killed no circemstances of 
{otention or of age are permitted to {olerfere with 
the Ipfliction of the penalty, which fs that of 
Ungeht tollawed by decapitation, Any mitiga- 
tion af this cruel gantence would be considered 
by the Chinese as alming a blow at the funda- 
mental prlaociple of fillal duty which {s supposed 
fo be the groundwork of thelr code. Where’ 
a parent-hay met with death at the hands 
of a son or daughter, no matter under what 
clrcunistances, the sentences of death by Mngcht 
{s invariably carrled oct, no diatinction belng 
made on acconat of the circumstances under
